But 
there seems to be just .a touch of equiv- 
ocation in the way h« meets their-ob- 
jections.

Dr. Crafts is opposed to smoking, hut 


does not favor legislation on the sub- 
ject as applied to minors. He believes 
dancing f,hould be controlled by a rigor- 
ous enforcement of laws against 
ob- 


scene practices. He is opposed to liter- 
ature which might be considered sug- 
gestive, arid here again he believes in 
the rigorous enforcement 
o£ laws-al- 


ready in existence. He is in favor of 
severely censoring the movies and the 
st-igc. He is of course, a strong sup- 
porter of prohibition. 
'..Here are the chief things that were 
.banned by the Blue Laws of our Colo.- 
nial nm-estors.

He believes thnt if 
they
